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Advice 
to Gun Owners 


In view of the large number ot 
American subjects and others in the 
Didsbury district who,through some 
misunderstanding, have not yet 
turned in their firearms, ammuni- 
tion and go on, the R.C.M.P. here 
wish to outline the regulations, 

A recent order-in-council, passed 
in connection with the Defence of 
Canada regulations, prohibits the 
possession by aliens of allied or neu- 
tral countries of any firearms, am- 
munition or explosives while visiting 
in Canada 

These regulations provide that 
all such firearme, ammunition and 
explosives must be surrendered for 
the duration of the war to the near- 
est Royal Canadian Mounted Police 
detachment 

Realizing that the surrender of 
these firearms may cause hardship 
and inconvenience to many persons 
whose character is above reproach, 
arrangements have been made 
whereby, after the fitearms have 
been surrendered, an application 
may be made to the Commissioner of 
R.C.M. Police at Ottawa for an order 
ofexemption This must be accom- 
panied by a reference by a suitable 
person 

It is pointed out, however, that 
before such order of exemption can 
be issued, the firearms in question 
must have been surrendered,

Despite what may happen ina 
climatic way during the next ten 
days or harvest season proper, Alber- 
ta is assured the largest wheat crop 
in her history 

While at the present stage one 
guess is about as good as another re- 
garding the actual yield, estimates 
range anywhere from a ‘‘normal’’ 
170,000,000, equalling the previous 
all time record, to a bumper crop 


of 200,000.000. 


The latter figure despite the fact 
that it is 29,000,000 higher than at 
any period in the half-century old 
grain growing history of the province 
which comes as the unoflicial opi 
nion of a high Ottawa  oflicial 
Locally, grain men are talking 180 
and 190 million bushels but admit 
that the 200 million mark might be 
just as close. Last year the estima- 
ted crop was an approximate 150 
million bushels 

With grain maturing rapidly and 
combines clicking all the way from 
Calgary to the border, the possible 
loss through frost is diminishing 
daily. In fact, at the present time, 
the crop is in such shape all over 
that low temperatures might cause 
the loss of a couple of grades through 
bran frost but would not materially 
affect the output

Housefliee are particularly dan- 
gerous during warm weather from 
mid-summer to fall, when they are 
most numerous. The most effective 
method of controlling them consists 
in eliminating or reducing their 
breeding places by properly treating 
or disposing of manure and garbage 
In the cities, garbage is an impor- 
tant factor in fly production. Con- 
trol measures to be fully effective 
should be organized on a community 
basis, because one neglected gar- 
bage dump or manure heap may in- 
fest a whole neighbourhood.

Broaden Sale of 
Savings Certificates 


Answering the request of a num- 
ber of patriotic groups in Canada, 
the War Savings Committee recently 
announced the broadeniag of regula- 
tions covering issue of War Savings 
Certificates. Certificates have here- 
tofore been issued only to indivi- 
duale, but will be issuable in future 
to specific groups of individuals who 
wish to act in concert. 

Limitations as to the amount of 
$6500 which may be purchased in 
any single year, and other condi- 
tions remain unchanged 

Under these new regulations, in- 
corporated or unincorporated bodies 
organized for the purpose of carrying 
on, without pecuniary gain to their 
members, objects of a national, 
municipal, patriotio, religious, edu- 
cational, charitable, professional, so- 
cial or sporting character or the 
like, including service clubs, labour 
and fraternal organizations (except 
those acting primarily as insurance 
or benefit societies), will be permit- 
ted to purchase War Savings Certifi- 
cates. 

With the revised authority, ap- 
proved by order-in-counci), the War 
Savings Committee is authorized to 
determine whether any group is eli- 
gible to purchase War Savings Cer- 
tificates under the provisions of the 
regulations. 


Measurement of Grain 


The problem of providing storage 
for this year’a crop raises the question 
of the space required for any given 
quantity of threshed grain 

A bushel of threshed grain occu- 
pies 14 cubic feet. To determine 
the amount of grain which any 
building will hold, find the length, 
width and height in feet. Next 
multiply the length by the width by 
the height, which gives the number 
of cubio feet. Multiply this figure 
by the decimal eight (.8) and the 
result is the number of bushels that 
may be placed in the bin. Thus a 
bin 12 ft. long, 10 ft. wide and 8 ft. 
high is 12x10x8 or 960 cubic feet; 
960 cubic feet will hold 960x.8 or 
768 bushels 

If it is necessary to build a gran- 
ary to hold a given quantity of grain 
the calculations are reversed. Since 
a bushel of grain occupies 1)4 cubic 
{t., 1,000 bushels would occupy 1,250 
cubic feet and so on _If one divides 
the number of cubic feet occupied by 
a given quantity of grain by the 
height one wishes to build the bin, 


the floor area is obtained Thus 
1,000 bushel in a bin § ft. high 
would need a floor area of about 166 
equare ft., or a floor about 12 x 13 


in size
